Capt. Thomas B. Garland. 


Thomas B. Garland, one of Dover's 


most highly respected and best known 
citizen, passed away at his residence, 
35 Second street, Thursday, after a 
four months' illness, aged S3 yean, 8 
months and 19 days. Death, although 
expected by the members of the family 
and immediate friends, came aa a shock 
to 'ttbe community at large, as it had 
not been generally known that Mr, Gar- 
land was go seriously ill.

It is impossible 
to tell with certainty which interest 
has control until it is known which 
party gets most certificates and which 
gets most of settlements of contracts.
